By the same 
token, we promised that if 
the facts show offenses for 
burning, looting, assaulting 
police or other citizens or 
similar offenses, conviction 
and punishment would be 
vigorously pursued. The law 
abiding will be protected, 
but the law breaker will be 
punished to the limit of the 
law. We believe in that re¬ 
gard that any crime com¬ 
mitted in connection with 
the riot is more serious than 
the crime would otherwise 
be and accordingly all riot 
cases should be regarded as 
"aggravated cases.” 

To fulfill our obligations 
as stated above we imme¬ 
diately instituted emergen¬ 
cy procedures to process this 
great Influx of cases. The 
executive, legal and clerical 
staffs of my office worked 
weekends and nights and 
are still continuing to do so 
to process these cases and 
give Individual treatment to 
each defendant. 

Initially, additional num¬ 
bers of our most experienced 
trial deputies were assigned 
to screen the requests for 
felony complaints sought by 
the law enforcement agen¬ 
cies. As a result felony com¬ 
plaints against 360 defend¬ 
ants were rejected because 
sufficient facts were not 
presented to justify their is¬ 
suance. However, most of 
these rejections (14% of the 
total number of felony ar¬ 
rests) were referred to the 
Los Angeles City Attorney’s 
office for consideration of 
the propriety of issuing mis¬ 
demeanor complaints. 

We recommended to the 
courts at first that no ball 
be set on these defendants 
arrested for felonies in order 
to prevent their release and 
return to the area of the 
conflict and conflagration. 

This policy also was made 
necessary because arrest re¬ 
ports and criminal record 
checks were not readily 
available due to the turmoil 
of the riots when all avail¬ 
able police officers were at 
the scene of the conflict. By 
now the record checks have 
proven the wisdom of this 
policy by disclosing that 
many of these defendants 
were involved in crimes of 
violence and that over 70% 
had prior felony or misde¬ 
meanor conviction records. 

The courts, however, saw fit 
to set ball in these cases 
but at a rate much higher 
than their own normal ball 
schedule prescribed. 

After the majority of the 
felony complaints were is¬ 
sued and the first defend¬ 
ants were arraigned. It be- 
dame obvious that some of 
the defendants in custody 
should have the opportunity 
to be heard on the matter of 
reducing bail. The District

That the “Story Behind 
the L.A. Riots” will be cov¬ 
ered by W. Cleon Skouson at 
a meeting scheduled for 
September 8 at 8 p.m., in 
the San Marino High School 
auditorium, 2701 Hunting- 
ton Drive, San Marino, has 
been announced by the 
newly formed committee of 
Citizens to Preserve Law 
and Order. 

Mr. Skousen formerly was 
with the rai for 16 years as 
agent and administrator.

Certainly no one can con¬ 
done the violence, pillage, 
arson, and outright murder 
which has taken place in 
Watts. The situation neither 
calls for cries of “police 
brutality,” the removal of 
Chief Parker, nor the estab¬ 
lishment of special police 
review boards; neither can 
any amount of psychologi¬ 
zing excuse that which has 
taken place nor exonerate 
tlie guilty. 

At the same time, how¬ 
ever, it is equally important 
to remember that those in¬ 
volved in the riots consti¬ 
tuted but a small fraction of 
the some 350,000 negroes in 
the city of Los Angeles. The 
overwhelming majority not 
only resisted pressures to 
join the riot, but also fer¬ 
vently desired a restoration 
of peace in its community. 
These two groups should 
not be confused. 

In the aftermath of this 
mayhem, the prosecution of 
guilty persons is proceeding 
in an orderly fashion; also, 
a comission has been estab¬ 
lished to probe deeply Into 
the immediate and underly¬ 
ing causes of the riot and 
make recommendations de¬ 
signed to prevent a recur¬ 
rence of this tragedy. 

While these Important 
tasks are being performed, 
it behooves the rest of us to 
refrain from dogmatic as¬ 
sertions as to “who-or-what 
caused Watts.” 

Instead, we might concen¬ 
trate on our own communi¬ 
ties. 

Is there a race relations 
problem, and if so, what is 
being done to improve toe 
situation? Are we doing 
everything possible to pre¬ 
vent toe build-up of racisd 
hate and frustration — toe 
combustible material o n 
which a Watts explosion 
feeds? 

Good race relatiom^ like 
respect for toe law, itoould 
begin at home.

An Inflationary Law 

The House General Subcommittee on Labor has ap¬ 
proved sweeping amendments to the Fair Labor Standards 
Act. It calls for a minimum wage of $1.75, to be reached 
in several steps through July 1, 1968. In addition. It would 
cover large numbers of retail organizations, of compara 
tltlvely small size, which are now exempt. 

Authorities on retailing stress that the burden of 
wage and hour standards on the small retailers would be 
very heavy. And they also stress the fact that the complex 
technicalities of compliance with the regulations which 
would be issued would be an even heavier burden. 

If this measure becomes law, two developments may 
be expected. Retailers will pare to the limit the employ¬ 
ment of marginal and unskilled workers. Their produc¬ 
tivity would simply not match the wage demanded by 
law. Thus, these workers would in many cases be denied 
the opportunity to learn skills that would lead to more 
responsible and better paid work. 

Second, the law would give another upward push to 
prices. It would be an instrument of renewed inflation — 
at a time when, largely because of continued deficit finan¬ 
cing by government, this has again become a looming 
problem. It is a matter of record that every past Increase 
in the minimum wage has resulted In jumps in all other 
wage brackets. 

This, it seems sure, is a measure which would hit 
hardest at the low-income groups — the very groups the 
government is supposed to be helping.
